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FEDERAL WORKS POLICY 
AS 10 ‘PAUPER’ GITIES : 


Checkups Indicated in Munici- 
palities Which Say They 
Are Too Poor to Aid, 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—There | 
are indications that Federal inves- | 
tigators will check up on the re- 


sources of cities which say they 
are too poor to contribute anything 
toward the cost of work relief 
projects. 

Leaders of President Roosevelt's 
$4,000,000,000 works program have 
announced that 100 per cent grants 
will be made to cities which have 
no funds available and have ex- 
hausted their borrowing power. 
However, some officials expressed 
fear a few days ago that this policy 
would bring a rush of applications 
describing dire local conditions. 

The latest werd is that Harry L. 
Hopkins, the Works Administrator, | 
intends to handle this problem in 
a manner similar to that employed 
in the past 
governments. He has had studies

When the World War began, T. 
E. Lawrence, an Oxford graduate, 
26 years old, was engaged in re- 


search work on the banks of the_ 


Euphrates, as an assistant archeolo- 
gist in the employ of the British 
Museum. He knew archeology, but 
he knew also the current life of the 
desert, its racial traditions and its 
political ambitions, He had, not 


long before, spent a year in the} 


desert in native costume, learning 
the language and the ways of the 
tribesmen. 

He tried to enlist in Kitchener's 
army in London at the outbreak 
of the war, but was rejected for his 
physical slightness—he was 5 feet 
3 inches in height and weighed 
hardly 100 pounds. He returned to 
his ruins, and worked there until 
Brigadier-General Clayton was sent 
to Cairo to organize a special Near 
East secret corps. 

Clayton sought men who knew 
the country, and he made Law- 
Pence a Second Lieutenant, placing 
him first in charge of maps, then 
of spies. Lawrence was made edi- 
tor of a secret publication, the Arab 
Bulletin. 
quarters for his neglect of military 
formalities, but was 
cause of his unusual knowledge, 

Revolt in the Desert. 
In 1916 the Arabs, long resentful 


of Turkish rule, began a revolt, led | 


by the aged Sherif Hussein, de- 


scendant of the Prophet Mahomet, | 


and his four sons, one of 
Emir, later King, Feisa!. The re- 
volt succeeded at first, in battles at 
the holy city of Mecca and on the 
nearby coast. Then the Arabs ran 
out of ammunition and called on 
the Allies for help. 

Lawrence took two weeks’ leave 
from headquarters, went to Arabia. 
put on native garb, mounted a camel 
and sought out Emir Feisal. 
two became friends at once, 
Lawrence ‘was soon at the head of 
the Arab forces, the moving spirit 
of the episode which he afterward 
described in his “Revolt in the Des- 
ert.” 

He helped Feisal 
tribes; he rode into battle at their 
head, and directed their move- 
ments in such a manner that the 
Turks were driven out of nearly the 
whole of Arabia. A reward of 10- 
000 pounds for his dead body, or 


twice that amount for his capture | 
alive, was proclaimed by the Turks | 


—Lawrence, telling of this after- 
ward, called it a “rhetorical” offer, 
with no assurance that the money 
was at hand or would be paid. 

It was necessary to keep. the 
tribesmen moving: the static prac- 
tices of trench warfare were not 
adapted to the Arabs, who would 
slip away if they did not find plenty 
to do. Lawrence kept his forces | 
harassing the Turks’ railway line, | 
used to carry supplies south from | 
Damascus to Turkish troops in 
Palestine and the Hejaz. 

Near Mudowwara, a railroad sta- | 
tion halfway between Damascus | 
and Medina, Lawrence and his | 
Arabs mbned a bridge, covering the | 
explosive and the wires to conceal | 
them from a Turkish patrol. A | 
Turkish troop train came, andj 
Lawrence, from a nearby hill, blew 
it up. His riflemen and machine 
gunners attacked the Turks as they | 
poured from the wrecked train. | 
Mortar fire added to the Turks’ 
losses, before they could rally and 
repulse the small attacking party. | 

This was one of 79 railroad 
bridges which Lawrence destroved. 
With the Turks’ communications 
effectually scvered, they and the 
Germans with them “crumpled up.” 
as Lawrence afterward said. and 
began a disastrous retreat north- 
ward. 

They took the town of Tafas. and 
practiced cruelties which the Arahs 
soon repaid. Auda, leader of the 
Arab fighters, attacked a Turco- 
German line and drove it into bad 
ground. The smallest part, 
mans and Austrians, made the most 
determined resistance, repulsing 
Lawrence's men. repeatedly. The | 
Arabs fought with uncontrollable | 
frenzy, and Lawrence recorded that 
“By my orders, we took no prison- 
ers, for the only time in our war.” |

In the same record, Lawrence 
praised the bravery of the Germans. | 
who, “without hope and without | 
guides, held together, . high-faced 
and silent, and when attacked. halt- 
ed, took position, fired to order 
no haste, no crying. no hesitation:

When the Arabs entered Damas- | 
cus, Lawrence's first task was to 
keep Algerian elements, friendly to 
the Turks, from dominating the lo- | 
eal situation.

Mrs. Marjorie Hulsizer Copher, 


former chief dietitian of Barnes) 
Hospital and overseas dietitian in| 


the World War, the wife of Dr. 
Glover H. Copher, associate profes- 
sor of surgery of Washington Uni- 
versity, died at Barnes’ Hospital 
early yesterday from complications 
arising from a bronchial condition. 
She was 44 years old and resided 
at 5281 Westminster place. 

For her dietetic work with the 
Red Cross in the war, she was pre- 
sented with a British decoration by 
King George in person and with a 
French decoration. She went 
abroad as dietitian with the Peter 
Bent Brigham Hospital unit of Bos- 
ton, in May, 1917.

2. Establishment of a perma- 
nent system of contributory old- 
age pensions, to be paid out of a 
reserve gradually accumulated 
by the Federal Government and 
the states over a period of years. 

3. Establishment of an account 
in the Treasury from which per- 
sons would be permitted to pur- 
chase annuities not to exceed 
$100 a month. If the purchaser 
died before reaching the age of 
65, a proportionate sum would 
be paid to his estate.

LUDENDORFF DISAPPOINTED; 
WILL GO TO HUNTING LODGE 


Soldier Said to Feel Nazis. Used 
Him for Show Purposes at 
Recent Celebration.

BERLIN, May 20.—-Disappointed | 
and disillusioned, Gen. Erich Lu- 
dendorff wrote Berlin friends yes- 
terday he would retire for the sum- 
mer to a little hunting lodge in the 
Bavarian Mountains. 

The World War hero, who was 
forgotten in the early years of the 
Nazi regime only to be hailed re- 
cently, is said to feel the Nazis 
merely used him as a show piece 
on the occasion of his seventieth 
birthday and soon again will forget 
him.

MR. DARLING AND WILD LIFE CONSERVATION. 

Protesting against neglect of his important de- 
partment, Jay N. Darling, chief of the Bureau of 
Biological Survey, has won an increase of $226,308 
in the appropriation for wild life conservation. 

Threatening to resign if his department did not get 
more money, Mr. Darling asked the co-operation of 
wild life conservationists all over the country in a 
fight for funds sufficient to meet a critical situa- 
tion. The result is that both House and Senate 
have consented to give the bureau more money. 
The appropriation now awaits the President's signa- 
ture. It does not provide anything for such necessi- 
ties as the purchase and conversion of marginal 
lands into suitable places for waterfowl, but it does 
supply some of the omissions which aroused the man 
responsible for Federal conservation of, wild life. 

For the enforcement of migratory waterfowl reg- 
ulations, which is one of the chief responsibilities 
of Mr. Darling’s bureau, Congress has appropriated 
$222,978, or $55,000 more than the bill carried for 
this purpose before he made his protest. He was 
able to convince the conferees on the agricultural 
appropriation bill that without adequate funds, migra- 
tory waterfow! could not be protected. On this point, 
Mr. Darling said: 
We have 22 wardens authorized in the United 
States now; 22 wardens to cover 4§ states. This 
vear, by borrowing the money to enforce the 
stamp act ‘a stamp costing $1 was to be sold to 
hunters), we had 59; and we got so many results 
from it that it was really an astonishing thing 
to see what we could do with a little money. 
Now 59 wardens for the whole U. §S. is a re- 
dieculous demonstration of an effort to protect a 
great industry and recreation. That is one-fifth 
of the number of traffic policemen required on 
Broadway in New York. And we have to cover 
the whole United States. 
If the population of migratory birds continues 
to disappear, we can blame no one but ourselves. 
It is impossible to enforce the law with our pres- 
ent appropriation. I notice there is a bill in 
Congress to close the season on ducks. With that 
number of wardens, you would have more ducks 
killed outside of the law than you would under 
an open season.

Mischievous hoys cause the Hu- 
mane Society a lot of work. Hardly 
goes by without a call to 
reseue -a kitten with a paper sack 
over its head or a dog with a can 
tied to its tail. And the clinic gets 
a lot of pets which are ailing, rea- 
son unknown. The official veter- 
inary, Dr. J. E. Peck, says one of 
the first things he looks for is a 
rubber band around the patient's 
neck, and has found hundreds of 
cases where a pet has béen practic- 
ally worried into a nervous break- 
down by being unable to get the 
thing off after it was placed there 
bv some fun-loving youngster. 

The clinic is a busy place. Peo- 
ple who cannot afford to pay for 
medical attention for their pets 
bring them to the Shelter on Mack- 
lind avenue and Dr. Peck tells 
many touching stories of devotion 
to pets. One man brought in his 
dog which needed an operation of 
some kind. The dog was placed on 
the operating table and the man 
asked to wait in the office. He was 
given a magazine to read, but could 
do nothing but pace up and down 
outside the door of the operating 
room. When his dog groaned un- 
der the anesthetic, he became wild, 
tore his hair and begged somebody 
to, do something. Finally, when 
Dr. Peck announced the operation 
was over and his pet was doing 
nicely, the man just hauled off and 
fainted right in the middle of the 
office floor. 

Another man announced that he 


would sit in the car outside while 
his dog was receiving first aid. 
When Dr. Peck went out to return 
the injured puppy, he found the 
owner of the dog crumpled over 
the steering wheel. He had fainted 
dead away. And this happens quite 
often, according to Dr. Peck, who 
insists that it isn’t always the puny 
little fellows who collapse under the 


strain. He has seen big, strapping 
huskies cry like babies and get 


down on their knees and beg him to 
make the operation on their dog 
as painless as possible. 

The Humane Society alWwavs 
glad when they find a person who 
really loves animals. They have 
enough of the other thing, cruelty, 
abuse, neglect. So when someone 
calls in and says he has a dog or 
cat that he must give up, they do 
their best to find a good. home for 
it. 3ut they do get a lot of goofy 
requests and are asked a lot of sil- 
lv questions. Eris H. Hansen, man- 
aging director of the society, says 
it is surprising the stipulations peo- 
ple try to impose when they turn 
a pet over to the Humane Society 
for adoption. One man insisted 
that his dog be placed in a home 
where there were no children and 
where the man and wife were 
known to be in complete accord. 
Another wanted his dog recalled 
from foster home, because he 
had done a little private sleuthing 
and had discovered that the daugh-

ifs 


ter of the family stayed out “too 
late” at night. That, he insisted 
wasnt the right atmosphere for a 


dog that had been brought up-in a 
good, Christian home. 

Still another came in and want- 
ed a watchdog of some kind. Said 
he wanted to play cards with the 


hoys nights and wanted a dog to 
keep his wife company. He _in- 
formed the society, however, that 


if his wife showed signs of hecom- 
ing more fond of the “pooch” than 
she was of him, he'd “‘kick the day- 
lights” out of it. He didn't get the

The Humane Society is really very 
particular about placing pets. If 
vou apply for a cat or dog, they in- 
vestigate vour home, your charac- 
ter and your financial status. If, 
in their estimation, you would make 


a good foster parent, you get the 
if vou fall short of coming up| 


dog: 
to okay, you must find a pet some 
other-way. Furthermore, once you 
get a dog or cat from the Humane 
Society, you cannot sell or dispose 
of it in anv way and you're honor- 
bound to be good to it. 

Cats seem to have a tough battle | 
for existence. A total of 8207 calls | 
were received by the Humane So- 
ciety last year on cats alone. Of 
this number, the society destroyed 
7608 because they found them sick, | 
injured, stray or undesirable in 
some way. They succeeded in find- 
ing “homes for 75, and right now 
have quite an assortment in the cat
